U ofT $14 million. 

In addition to cutbacks, 
new tax increases imposed 
by the government will also 
affect the university. The 
broadening of the eight 
per cent provincial sales tax 
will affect both parking 
meter and reserved parking 
rates. New taxation of the 
university's insurance 
policies will cost $1.4 
million. 

Additionally, the govern- 
ment has terminated fund- 
ing for the University of 
Toronto Schools, a system of 
private high schools run 
through U ofT. 

"$23 million has to be cut 
through Social Contract 
talks as does $1 Î .5 million 
as part of an expenditure 
control plan," said Univer- 
sity Research and Planning 
officer Marty England. "The 
University will have to deal 
with this shortfall as part of 
the supplementary Septem- 
ber budget." 

In addition to lopping $3 
million off the university's 
operating grant, the cuts 
include the scrapping of a 
$3.4 million deficit reduc- 
tion fund as well as a 
$600,000 corporate in- 
volvement fund. 

A program to retrain 
teachers in the workforce 
will lose $800,000 this year 
in a four-year phasing-out 
process, and the Centers of 
Excellence Research Encour- 
agement Program will lose

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Fight the incinerator 

STARVE IT! ...

LiKE a dead monster in a B 
movie, Montréal’s proposal for a 
new trash incinerator just keeps 
coming back. Last week, Montréal- 
island mayors decided to ignore the 
long-awaited conclusions of an en- 
vironmental impact study which 
rejected the proposal last month. 
The mayors want to go ahead with 
the project. 

Proponents of the new incinera- 
tor have long argued that Montréal 
island’s garbage production will 
soon outweigh the capacity of the 
Décarrieres Incerator which cur- 
rently puffs and sputters on the Pla- 
teau. Environmentalists and com- 
munity activists have responded by 
engaging in a paper war of studies 
and reports which threatens to es- 
calate until the Décarrieres Incin- 
erator truly is full - of paper. 

Increasingly, Montréalers are 
questioning the initial premise of 
those who want a new incinerator. 
Does the city have to increase its 
garbage load? The Waste Manage- 
ment project at the Québec Public 
Interest Research Group (QP1RG) 
maintains that a new approach to 
the city’s garbage crisis could de- 
crease the amount of waste sent to 
incinerators and landfills each day. 

Composting organic wastes can 
reduce household garbage by up to 
33 percent. In solid figures, that 
means that composting could de- 
crease Montréal Island’s garbage 
load by 1 85,809 metric tonnes every 
year. That’s a lot of bananas. 



Composting in the big city

“Worm composting has allowed 
me to reduce my waste to one gar- 
bage bag per month," said Alison 
Dudley, aQPIRG volunteer. QPIRG 
has a worm composter in their of- 
fice. They are willing to donate 
starter worms as long as supplies 
last. 

EcoMcGill will likely continue 
offering free workshops on worm 
composting as they did last year.

Langue et littérature françaises : 

trois mineures au programme

2. You need to punch some holes in the 

bottom of the bin for drainage. Eight to ten 1/4" holes ought to be 
adequate. Line the bottom with fine nylon mesh. Raise the bin on 
some kind of blocks with a tray underneath. Coffee cans work well 
for this purpose. 

3. Make the bed. Worms can survive and breed in many kinds of 
bedding materials. Grass clippings, dried leaves, straw, and aged 
animal manure will all work, but newspaper seems to be the 
unanimous choice of worm composters around these parts. What- 
ever bedding you choose, shred it and wet it until it is as moist as a 
very well wrung sponge. Place the bedding in your bin. 

4. Get yourself some worms. About a pound of worms is necessary 
for one to two people. QPIRG has some worms which they are willing 
to give to eager composters. You can also ask for Red Wigglers at a 
store which sells fishing bait. 

Spread the worms evenly across the top of the bedding. The 
worms will reproduce at a frightening rate so after six months or so, 
you may need to give some to a friend. 

Worm bin maintenance 

1. Feed them. Pretty much all kinds of food waste will be gobbled 
with glee. This includes cooked foods, rinds, peels, slightly rotten 
fruits, and yard clippings. Egg shells, when dried, crumbled, and 
sprinkled over the compost, actually help maintain the proper acidic 
balance in the worm bin. 

It is not advisable to feed the worms foods containing fats or oils. 
Kitchen garbage should be covered with a shovelful of dirt or 
composted culture. This will help eliminate odour and keep the fly 
population under control. Don't overfeed them as the uneaten 
garbage will attract flies like its nobody’s business. 

2. Orange the worms' bedding every three months. This means 
that you harvest the finished compost and replace the empty space 
with fresh, clean newspaper. Worm composter types have a variety 
of tricks they use to lure the worms out of the harvestable worm 
castings. You must change the worms’ bedding. Otherwise, the whole 
bin becomes a soupy mess. 

A little bit of corn meal or watermelon placed on one side of the 
bin will attract most of the worms. Alternatively, you can shine a 
bright light on the bin in order to scare all the worms down to the 
bottom. It is a good idea to introduce fresh produce on one side of 
the bin, moving earlier generations of partly-composted material to 
the side. This way, all of your finished worm castings will be on one 
side of the bin when it comes time to harvest them.

McGill's political battles 



The behemoth strikes out again. 

The behemoth, aka McGill’s administration, rarely shows much 
concern for its most important assets, McGill students. 

In one of its more sinister moves, McGill announced, after students 
had conveniently left for the summer, its intention to hike tuition fees 
by $800 for full-time students, bringing tuition up to $2 225 a year. 

Although McGill has for now backed down on its threat to increase 
fees, there is no guarantee that it will not push for a similar move in the 
future. More importantly, this incident exposes the contempt that 
McGill’s administration holds toward its students. 

McGill’s present financial woes stem from frivolous spending 
throughout the 1980’s.From 1985-90 McGill wasannuallylosingover 
$ 1 0 million a year. The result, a $7 1 .9 million accumulated deficit, is 
now our cross to bear. 

Now that its up the creek without a paddle, McGill is turning to 
students to help pay for the party it threw during the 80’s. 

Most frustrating of all is that McGill is demanding that students 
give more without adequately explaining why. The budget McGill 
releases to the public isa measly collection of a few sheets of paper with 
lots of white space and some nice infographs. 

Serious questions remain unanswered. How much of McGill’s 
debt does it actually owe? Where docs McGill’s debt lie, with banks 
and bonds, or with old Montreal money that might not collect on it? 
What are McGill’s assets? How much property does McGill own? 
Have the salaries and perks of McGill’s top administrators skyrock- 
eted like they have in several other Canadian universities? 

It is in McGill’s best interest to present itself in the bleakest 
financial position possible, in order to get more cash from the govern- 
ment. And it has certainly done so, possibly by leaving out some 
essential information. 

Unfortunately, students are going to get the shaft for McGill’s 
politicking.

AnannounccmcnttoGraduateStu- 
dent TA’s: 

Teaching Assistants and laboratory 
demonstrators (TA’s) at McGill Uni- 
versity unionized to form the Associa- 
tion ofGraduate Students Employed at 
McGill (AGSEM) in January 1993 after 
a majority of all TA’s voted in favour of 
unionizing at a referendum supervised 
by the Québec board of labor. 

AGSEM is a democratic body with 
the general assembly of members as the 
highest authority. There is a coordina- 
tion committee responsible for manag- 
ing the daily operations of the union, 
and a union council with representa- 
tives from every department to help 
keep members informed and to pass 
concerns along to the Coordinating 
Committee. A quota system assures rep- 
resentation from every faculty on the 
Coordinating Committee as well as a 
minimum proportion ofwomentomcn 
that reflects the graduate enrollment 
figure. 

It was necessary to associate with a 
larger body in order to obtain expertise 
and monetary support during the for- 
mation of AGSEM; therefore, AGSEM 



affiliated with the Confédération des 
Syndicats Nationaux (CSN) and the 
Fédération Nationale des Enseignants 
et Enseignantes du Québec (FNEEQ) 
for legal, strategie, and operational ad- 
vice. AGSEM is not subsidiary to CSN 
nor FNEEQ, nor are we obligated to 
endorse their views and politics. We 
pay dues for services rendered, but we 
do not finance their political opera- 
tions. 

The collective agreement negotiated 
between McGill and AGSEM will ben- 
efit all TA’s, and therefore all TA’s pay 
dues to the union. In order to vote in a 
general assembly, however, or to be 
elected to one of the executive posi- 
tions, one must be a member. If you 
have been a TA within the past year, 
you may become a member by pur- 
chasingamembershipcardforS2 from 
the union. This procedure is specified 
by the Labour Code of Québec. 

Union dues of 2.5% of your earn- 
ings as a TA arcdeductcd automatically 
from your paycheque by the university. 
Payments to the CSN and FNEEQ ac- 
count for approximately half the dues. 
The balance remains with FNEEQ, and 
is presently being used to cover admin- 
istrative costs. No member of the Coor- 
dinating Committee receives a salary, 



although some expenses are covered by 
the union; c.g. taxi fare for women on 
the Coordinating Committee that at- 
tend late meetings. Although dues may 
seem high in percentage, this is because 
the amount of money earned by TA’s is 
relatively small. In actual fact, theyearly 
cost of our union per person is lower 
than in most unions in the country. 
Furthermore, we expect to negotiate an 
increase in salary that will more than 
compensate this. 

Presently, the first collective agree- 
ment is being prepared and will be pre- 
sented to the general assembly of 
mcmcbers duringthe fallsemestcr.This 
agreement will affect all TA’s on cam- 
pus, so it is in your interest to become 
informed and involved. All TA’s arc 
encouraged to become members, and 
for those interested, there are positions 
available on both the Coordinating 
Committee and the Union Council. For

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Abortion in Quebec

McGill Health services give free 
pregnancy tests. If you miss a pe- 
riod, don’t lie awake at night won- 
dering. Have a test. If it’s positive, 
and you wish to have an abortion, 
the sooner you get one the better, as 
it is healthier and less expensive. 

KNOW YOUR OPTIONS 

Abortions are generally per- 
formed in Québec between the sixth 
and sixteenth weeks of pregnancy. 
The Maisonneuve-Rosemont Hos- 
pital will perform abortions up to 
20 weeks. Some clinics in the states 
will perform abortions up to 24 
weeks. The number of weeks is cal- 
culated from thedate of the first day 
of your last period. 

The standard procedure for preg- 
nancies of up to 9 and sometimes 
twelve weeks (depending on the 
place), is vacuum aspiration. Either 
general or local anesthetic is used, 
although local is preferred for safety 
reasons. 

A local anaesthetic is inj ected into 




the cervix, which is then dilated to 
between 6 and 9 mm in order to 
accomodate the vacuum tube. The 
tube is attached to a suction ma- 
chine which empties the contents of 



the uterus. 

The whole procedure takes about 
15 minutes, with mild discomfort 
(depending on the woman, of 
course). Afterwards, some women 



feel strong cramping sensa- 
tions. Pain killers are some- 
times prescribed. 

Recovery normally takes 
one to two hours, or longer 
if general anesthetic was 
used. It’s a good idea to have 
a friend take you home. 

For pregnancies longer 
than 12 weeks, dilation and 
evacuation is the method 
usually used. This is similar 
to vacuum aspiration, but 
the procedure is a bit more 
complicated and takes 
longer because of the greater 
amount of fetal tissue. 

Generalanesthetic is usu- 
ally required and the cervix 
dilated to 12 mm. A curette 
removes any tissue that re- 
mains after the vacuum as- 
piration. Recovery takes 
longer. Again, have a friend 
take you home. 

The induction ofartificial labour 
for pregrancies of 16 to 20 weeks is 
a procedure only some hospitals, 
including the Royal Vic, will use.

Un avenir incertain

I.edéboisement, la dette des pays 
en voie de développement, la vio- 
lence, le sexisme et la torture. Tels 
étaient les sujets abordés lors de la 
conférence « Discovering Our Fu- 
ture » (DOF) organisée par le pro- 
gramme international de 
l’université Trent au mois d’août à 
Peterborough, Ontario. 

L’objectif de la conférence était 
d’accroître les aptitudes et les 
connaissances des participant-es en 
matière de planification et 
d’administration des programmes 
dedéveloppement, les encourageant 
par le fait même à œuvrer dans ce 
domaine. 

La centaine de personnes 
provenaient équitablement de 
toutes les provinces canadiennes, 
en plus des cinq représentant-es 
d’Afriquedu Sud et d’autres pays en 
voiede développement. Malgré son 
statut minoritaire, la délégation des 
pays du Sud a pu offrir une autre 
vision des questions économiques, 
culturelles et sociales, et ainsi 
stimuler le dialogue. L’organisation 
sélectionnait les gens selon leur 
expérience et leurs intérêts envers le 
développement social. 

En plus des conférences, une 
approche non traditionnelle des 
techniques éducatives a été 
privilégiée grâce à des simulations 
et des ateliers donnés par les partici- 
pant-es. En effet, Frank Dreaver, 



un autochtone cri, Dale Hildebrand, 
directeur exécutif du Conseil de 
coopération internationale de 
l’Ontario, Brian French, du Bureau 
du Toronto métropolitain, et Ruth 
Goberman, un cadre de l 'Agence 
canadienne de développement inter- 
national (ACD1), ont partagé leur 
vision du développement interna- 
tional ainsi que communautaire 
avec les étudiant-es présent-es. 

Selon leurs intérêts, chacun des 
individus a choisi de se concentrer 
soit sur le rôle du Canada dans le 
développement, la survie de la cul- 
ture, le rôle des femmes dans les 
projets de développement, 
l’environnement, les droits de la 
personne et la démocratie ou sur le 
développement économique. 
Chaque groupe rassemblé autour 
de ces thèmes est parvenu à un con- 
sensus qui s’est traduit par une 
déclaration sur l’avenir du 
développement international.

Le sexisme et les 
atteintes aux droits et libertés 
fondamentaux doivent être chose 
du passé. Les institutions telles la 
Banque mondiale et le Fond 
monétaire international devraient 
aussi revoir leurs politiques 
d’ajustement de la dette des pays 
débiteurs afin de ne pas ruiner 
davantage leurs économies; les 
besoins économiques des 
communautés doivent primer sur 
ceux de l’économie nationale.

This method is traumatic for the 
body, so other methods are usually 
preferred. Saline solutions and hor- 
mones are injected, causing false 
labour to occur within 12 hours. 
Sedatives and painkillers are admin- 
istered to reduce the pain. 

Douches, tampons, baths, swim- 
ming and sex are prohibited for two 
weeks after the abortion to prevent 
infection. Your next period should 
return within six weeks and you can 
get pregnant again right after an 
abortion, so don’t stop using con- 
traceptives. 

WHERE TO GO 

Montréal has four free-standing 
abortion clinics and several hospi- 
tals which perform abortions. All 
costs are covered at hospitals for 
women who hold Québec health 
cards and for most women from 
Ontario. Other card holders will 
probably have to pay up front and 
then apply to their province or to 
BlueCrossforreimbursement.Most 
will be reimbursed, with varying 
degrees of difficulty. P.E.I, for ex- 
ample, will not pay for an out-of- 
province abortion unless a panel of 
five doctors approves the woman’s 
reason for having one. 

If performed in a clinic, the cost 
of an abortion for Ontario and 
Québec residents would be $135- 
500, depending on the place and the 
number of weeks. At the 
Morgentaler clinic for example, 
abortions at up to 13 weeks cost 
$200 for these cardholders. All other 
cardholders must pay $350 and then 
apply for partial reimbursement. 

The cost rises in proportion to 
the number of weeks a pregnancy 
has advanced. An abortion for a 
pregnancy of 17 to 18 weeks will put 
Ontario and Québec cardholders 
$500 in the hole — more for other 
residents. The Morgentaler clinic 
is, however, considerably more ex- 
pensive than the others. Centre de 
Santé des Femmes charges $ 1 35 fo r 
between six and 15 weeks. 

Despite their higher fees, clinics 
are widely recognized as offering a 
number of benefits over hospital 
services. Asdinics specialize in abor- 
tion services, they tend to use the 
most advanced medical techniques. 
A clinic may also provide a more 
supportive atmosphere than the 
’factory’ mentality found in many 
hospitals.

Although McGill, 
for now at least, 
has withdrawn its 
threat to raise fees, it 
also underlined the 

tenuous situation of students. 

The tuition threat seemed 

designed for maximum political effect. 

“They drew a lot of attention on 

themselves, and forced the issue to the 
government. McGill hadn’t planned to raise the 
fees,” said Mark Luz, president of the Students’ Society 
of McGill University. 

Due to McGill’s $71.2 million debt, a deficit repayment plan 
was instituted which requires that the university reserve binds 
each year. The provincial government’s cuts however, made 
this goal impossible. 

"Our proposal was simply that we would raise fees by 25 
percent, and that we were obliged to do that if we did not get 
any relief in grants,” said John Armour, McGill’s vice principal 
of finance. 

The proposed increase was rejected by the provincial 
government. In her letter to Principal Johnston, Minister of 
Education Lucienne Robillard threatened to reduce government 
funding in the amount McGill would receive in higher tuition 
fees. 

Robillard said that McGill was responsible for its budgetary 
situation, and that the university deficit could not be a factor in 
government decisions. 

Although McGill has since gone back on its plans to raise 
fees for the winter term, it cannot guarantee current rates for 
the 1994-5 academic year. Increasing expenditures in areas 
such as staff benefits, and the loss of $4 million in private 
funding for Martinex Research Projects, made the provincial 
grant cuts a particularly serious matter. 

While the Québec government continues to emphasize its 
dedication to the principle of accessibility, current funding is 




glaringly inadequate. Pierre 
Villeneuve, Press Attaché for the 
Ministère de L’Éducation, cited 
the province’s 20-year tuition 
freeze, which ended in 1989, as 
proof of government support for 
students. 

Tuition fees in the province 
are fixed by the government, and 
universities are required to stay 
within a 10 percent margin of 
these guidelines. 

Future cuts may well be a 
serious problem. The 
government’s intention to “close 
the gap” between Québec tuition 
fees and those of other provinces 
means rising costs for students. 
Where the Canadian average is 
$2,250, Québec students pay 
only $1,487. On average, 
Canadian students pay 12 
percent of actual costs of their 
education while International 
students pay 56 percent. 

Luz calls tuition hikes a 
quick fix solution. 

"Our position is that students 
can no longer afford to pay higher 
fees, but the government is no 
longer willing to subsidize the 
university as before," said Luz. 
"We want to encourage Quebec to 
seek different sources of funding 
and ideas." 

However, Armour was 
pessimistic about options which 
would not involve an increased 
financial burden on students. 
"We hope there will be a 
meaningful increase in tuition 
fees," Armour said. "You don’t 
do a student any service by 
whittling down the quality of 
education."

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Big banks take over 
Canada Student 
Loan Program

TORONTO (CUP) — “The federal gov- 
ernment is expecting private business to ac- 
cept the losses associated with the Canada 
Student Loan Program," says Rob Callum, 
manager of personal loans for the Toronto 
Dominion Bank. 

“No private business should have to accept 
that. Who in their right mind would get into a 
business to lose money?” Callum works for 
one of the many banks that bid for the right to 
administer the loans program — and lost. 

Callum is not pleased. And in an unlikely 
meetingoftheminds,hisopinionissharednot 
only by the country’s biggest banks — but also 
by student advocacy groups. 

What is at issue is the federal government’s 
proposal to turn the running of the rapidly- 
growing Canada Student Loans Program over 
to commercial banks. 

Banks to profit 

One of the proposal’s key elements would 
eliminate the student loan guarantee and re- 
place it with a “risk premium” which would 
limit the number of loans available using a 
formula based on the number of loans cur- 
rently outstanding. 

Student groups question the philosophy of 
a proposal they say will cause banks’ profits to 
rise at the expense of students’ financial needs 
and educational rights. 

Currently, the number of grants (as op- 
posed to loans) been given to students have 
dramatically declined. As well, student groups 
have expressed concern that the current prac- 
tice of having a six month interest-free period 
after graduation might be eliminated. 

“Banks should not be able to profit from 
students having to borrow money to pay for 
their education,” says Carl Gillis, chair of the 
Canadian Federation of Students. “The banks 
are not going to take this on unless they can 
make money from it. Does this government 
believe in having a subsidized loan program or 
not?” 

Students' choice restricted 

In December 1992, the federal government 
invited commercial banks, trust companies 
and credit unions to submit bids to finance the 
loans program. By March, only two banks, the 
CIBC and the Royal Bank, were asked to con- 
tinue negotiations with the government. 

The bid request insists that banks must 
provide services across Canada. But many stu- 
dents could be left without a loan centre in 
their area. 

“Geographically, if only one or two banks 
are handling it, there could be problems for 
students who don’t have that bank in their 
area,” says Deanne Fisher, liaison officer for 
the Association of Part Time Students at the 
University of Toronto. 

The country’s biggest administrator of the 
loan program, the Bank of Montréal, submit- 
ted a bid but was rejected. Since over 600 bank 
branches now actively administer student 
loans, the reduction to only two banks will 
deprive students of the choice they have been 
accustomed to. 

That number could be further reduced. In the 
bid proposal, the government reserves the right 
to negotiate an “exclusive arrangement for the 
[loan] portfolio", possibly allowing one bank to 
monopolize the student poverty market. 



Schmoozing bankers 

The Canada Student Loans program is not 
exactly a profit-making venture for the federal 
government, but as student indebtedness 
grows, it is turning into big business. In 1985, 
only 589 individual students owed more than 
$15,000 in loans. By 1992, over 6,000 were 
faced with repaying that amount or more. 

The banks which win the bid will control a 
projected $4 billion market over the next five 
years. Since thesebanks will probablybeoneof 
the first banks students will deal with in their 
lifetime, they will be establishing a relation- 
ship with a future affluent client. 

“The student market is a very important 
one for us,” says Rob McLocd, spokesperson 
for the CIBC. “If we can provide students with 
a good experienceat the Canada Student Loan 
level, as people get older and move into the job 
market, they will require more banking facili- 
ties and hopefully will stick with this bank.” 

Catch 22 

Gillis argues, however, that banks will try to 
be selective to ensure minimum losses. He 
points to one clause in the proposal which 
allows banks to refuse loans to students who 
“have an established history of credit abuse.” 

But what does credit abuse mean? 

Banks could refuse those who had bounced 
a check, or had trouble making payments on a 
credit card. Ironically this would weed out 
those who really need the money. 

“If a student passes the Canada Student 
Loan requirement, they may still have to jump 
through a second hoop to meet their banks’ 
standards.” 

But Lauren Marcoux, spokesperson for the 
Secretary of State, insists that determining eli- 
gibility criteria will remain the sole responsi- 
bility of the federal government. 

“Eligibility would still bedeterminedbythe 
government to ensure lenders would still be 
provided loans without having to have co- 
signers, or submitting to any of the other regu- 
lations usually expected in the consumer loan 
market.” 

Marcoux rejects the term “privatization" to 
refer to the proposal. He says the initial aim of 
the program established by the Diefenbaker 
government in 1 964, to provide accessible post 
secondary education, will not be diluted. 

“The program has always relied on the pri- 
vate sector to administer it. In the current 
scheme, the government interferes to insure 
that students who can’t otherwise get loans, do 
so. It is in the students’ best interests to estab- 
lish a relationship with a bank as it will give 
incentives to prevent defaults.” 

While the default rate on Canada Student 
Loans is currently 5.2 percent (almost double 
the consumer loan rate) the government ar- 
gues that under the new program the rate an 
be reduced to 4.9 percent. According to some 
reports, however, the banks have countered 
with interest rates as high as 30 percent a year, 
mostly to cover default rates. 

The banks’ concern ovesdefaults is ironic 
considering their eagerness to capture future 
consumers. Fisher says that while the wealthy 
graduating student has become a banker’s 
dream, rates of default have been exaggerated 
to the detriment of students. 

“What is a default?” asks Fisher. “As soon as 
a bank has a letter returned they count that as 
a default. So the banks declare a default and 
collect on their guarantee.”
